Elghtcen months after the end of the 
European war, they have returned 
to legal owners more than 200,000 
works of art which the Nazis toole 
for themselves, 

R. F, Howard, Chief of the Fine 
Arts Branch of American Military 
Government,’ claimed that the most 
important art abductions have now 
been solved, and there are “no 
world-famous masterpleces missing 
that we Know of,” says United Press, 

Howard admitted he stil! has mare 
than 40,000 clalms on file and 
estimate that victimised Europeans 
would file another 60,000 with his 
oMice in the next year, 

Much Destroyed 

Former director of a Dallas mu- 
seum, Howard freely poodicted that 
many of the = still-missing objects 
will never be found because of war- 
time destruction and thorough-foing 
Allied looting. 

Stil to be catalogued and sorted 
are hundreds of thousands of art 
treasures ‘“ranging from Chinese 
tear-drop vases to huge murals," 
piled up at two collecting points

Federation to-night, on the eve of his departure for Pales- 
tine, advised -those Zionist ledders now negotiating with the 
British Government to state frankly that they were pre- 
pared in certaln condilions to accept a scheme of partition. 


“It Is no use demanding the 
whole of Palestine outwardly and 
working for partition inwardly,” 
he said, “Zionism is not a poker 
game and Zionists should make 
an open appeal'to the world.” 


Other conditions were necessary 
for a resumption of normal relations 
between the Jewish world and 
Britein,* Dr Welzmann sald. One 
was that Britaln should begin again 
to work the mandate in IJetter and 
In aplrit. He himself could sce no 
fundamental reason why, with a 
certaln amount of goodwill on. both 
sides, tha mandate . could not be 
worked as well in 1947 us it had 
been up to 1937. Nevertheless, the 
more time that was allowed to pasa 
the more unworkable the mandate 
must become, ‘ 

If the British Government did not 
wish to work the mandate It must 
‘supply an alternative condition. 
That was to ‘say that the mandate 
must be replaced by something 
equivalent, something that would do 
exactly the same thing.

’ Strength And Weakness
